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*   REPORT  FROM  THE  CHAIR   * 

As  the  current  membership  year  unfolds, 
we  have  a  few  committee  personnel  changes  to 
announce  and  some  important  decisions  to  re- 
port from  the  first  meeting  of  the  1982-83 
NEMLA  Board. 

After  several  years  as  chairperson  for 
the  Publications  Committee,  Dorothy  Bognar 
(U.  of  Conn.)  has  decided  to  hand  over  the 
reins.   Dorothy  chaired  her  committee  through 
two  editions  of  the  Directory  of  Music  Lib- 
raries and  Collections  in  New  England  and  in 
so  doing  performed  one  of  the  most  time  and 
energy  consuming  jobs  required  in  our  organi- 
zation.  We  are  grateful  to  Dorothy  for  vol- 
unteering her  talents  and  expertise  and  we 
are  delighted  that  she  will  continue  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Chapter  as  Member-at-Large  for 
the  next  two  years. 

I  am  happy  to  announce  two  new  appoint- 
ments at  this  time.   Andrew  Castiglione  (U. 
of  Mass.,  Boston  Harbor  Campus)  has  accepted 
the  position  of  new  Chair  for  the  Publica- 
tions Committee,  and  Jeffrey  Rehbach  (Middle- 
bury  College)  will  serve  as  liason  with  the 
National  MLA  Legislation  Committee.   We  will 
be  hearing  more  about  their  activities  in 
the  future. 

Through  the  co-ordinating  efforts  of 
Sally  Evans  (Amherst  College) ,  an  ad  hoc  com- 
mittee is  shaping  up  to  investigate  dealing 
with  78  rpm  record  collections.   Other  com- 
mittee members  include  Paula  Matthews  (Bates 
College)  and  Dorothy  Bognar.   The  committee 
is  presently  gathering  information  and  is 
interested  in  hearing  from  anyone  concerned 
with  this  problem. 

At  our  August  13th  meeting,  the  NEMLA 
Board  once  again  took  up  the  issue  of  annual 
dues.   We  voted  to  extend  the  reduced  fee  to 
retired  members  as  well  as  to  students  (see 
newsletter  masthead  and  membership  renewal 
form).   In  addition,  the  Board  wished  to 
reiterate  that  the  membership  year  extends 
from  September  1  to  August  31.   Since  the 
greater  portion  of  membership  dues  covers 
the  cost  of  printing  and  mailing  the  news- 
letter, we  must  request  that  your  current 
dues  be  paid  before  subsequent  issues  of 
the  newsletter  can  be  mailed  to  you.   Dues 
this  year  are  payable  by  November  15,  as 
stated  on  the  membership  renewal  form. 

Finally,  in  reviewing  recent  chapter 
activities  and  the  current  makeup  of  our 
membership,  the  Board  feels  impelled  to 
address  itself  this  year  to  the  needs  of 
the  public  librarians  within  our  ranks  and 
to  make  chapter  sponsored  activities  avail- 
able to  those  who  are  not  members.   There 


are  countless  non-members  who  deal  at  least 
part  of  the  time  with  music  materials  and  are 
in  need  of  professional  assistance.   To  the 
latter  group,  Diane  Ota,  Chair,  and  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  are  presently  directing  their 
efforts  as  they  prepare  a  reference  workshop 
in  popular  music  materials  to  be  held  in  two 
or  three  different  locations.   In  regard  to  the 
former  group,  our  own  public  librarian  col- 
leagues, we  are  beginning  to  investigate  the 
reasons  for  a  significant  drop  in  their  member- 
ship over  the  last  few  years.   Towards  that 
end,  public  librarians  will  be  receiving  an 
invitation  under  separate  cover  to  convene 
together  over  lunch  at  the  upcoming  fall  chap- 
ter meeting.   We  shall  be  reporting  on  this 
matter  in  greater  depth  in  future  newsletters.

*   IAML  MEETING  IN  BRUSSELS   * 

This  year's  IAML  meeting  took  place  July 
4-10  in  Brussels.   Rather  than  attempt  to  sum- 
marize it,  an  impossible  task  for  a  few  hundred 
words,  I  will  report  on  new  developments. 

Next  spring's  election  will  be  the  first 
in  which  the  opportunity  to  submit  nominations 
will  have  been  extended  to  all  members  and  the 
first  to  use  a  mailed  ballot.   Extension  of  the 
franchise  to  all,  and  not  just  to  those  who 
attend  the  triennial  congresses,  was  one  product 
of  reports  submitted  by  project  groups  on  IAML's 
organization  and  long-range  objectives  appointed 
by  past  president  Barry  S.  Brook  (CUNY  Graduate 
Center) . 

Another  change  is  the  provision  for  project 
groups  within  IAML's  various  subdivisions.   Upon 
Board  approval,  such  groups  may  be  established 
by  any  interested  members,  they  will  usually  be 
assigned  to  a  commission  or  professional  branch, 
and  they  can  be  easily  dissolved  upon  completing 
their  work.   This  year,  two  project  groups,  one 
on  music  periodicals  and  one  on  editing  and  pub- 
lishing twent.ieth-century  music,  held  their 
first  meetings.   Both  have  been  assigned  to  the 
Bibliography  Commission.   The  Cataloging  Com- 
mission has  six  project  groups,  three  on  various 
applications  of  ISBD  and  others  on  classifica- 
tion, computer  cataloging,  and  UNIMARC,  a  compu- 
ter program  for  the  translation  of  the  various 
national  MARC  programs. 

Newly  named  to  reflect  an  expansion  of  its  ac- 
tivities is  the  Commission  on  Service  and  Train- 
ing, formerly  the  Commission  on  Education  and 
Training.   It  is  chaired  by  Don  L.  Roberts 
(Northwestern  University) . 
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There  was  considerable  attention  given  to 
the  frequency  of  international  meetings  after 
a  proposal  that  both  the  cost  to  members  and 
their  occasional  laxity  in  fulfilling  assign- 
ments suggested  it  would  be  preferable  to  meet 
every  two  years  instead  of  annually.   A  con- 
stitutional amendment  would  be  necessary  to 
make  such  a  change.   The  consensus  seemed  to 
be  that  an  adjustment  of  the  wording  so  as  to 
allow  congresses,  which  coincide  with  terms 
of  office,  to  take  place  every  three  or  four 
years,  instead  of  only  every  three,  would  pro- 
vide the  flexibility  of  skipping  an  annual 
meeting  from  time  to  time. 

Remarkable  among  the  special  events  was 
a  large  and  spectacular  exhibit  of  musical 
iconography  in  a  selection  of  the  Royal  Lib- 
rary's illuminated  manuscripts.   The  pace  of 
sessions  and  of  city  life,  the  excellent 
meeting  accomodations  at  the  Bibliotheque  Al- 
bert Ier,  the  food,  and  the  weather  all  con- 
tributed to  providing  a  pleasant  time  for 
delegates.

1.  Professional  staff  of  1  or  2 

2.  Limited  acquisitions  budget 

3.  Rely  heavily  on  support  staff  and/or 
student  help 

4.  Branch  library  of  a  small  or  medium  size 
college  or  university 

5.  Loyalties  divided  between  the  Main  Library 
and  the  Music  School 

6.  Mainly  serve  a  music  major  clientele  of 
300  or  less 

7.  Have  a  total  collection  of  under  50,000 
volumes 

8.  Duties  divided  between  teaching  and  over- 
seeing the  music  collection 

Sponsored  by  MLA's  Education  Committee, 
the  day-long  workshop  will  be  held  at  the  Hil- 
ton Hotel  in  Philadelphia's  University  City  on 
Wednesday,  March  2,  and  will  immediately  pre- 
cede the  national  MLA  meeting.   The  preliminary 
program  calls  for  participation  by  such  lumin- 
aries as  Dr.  Ruth  Watanabe,  a  representative 
from  NASM,  and  many  more.   Plans  are  to  allow 


as  much  interaction  among  participants  as  pos- 
sible.  Tentative  topics  to  be  included  are 
effective  time-management,  politics  of  a  small 
academic  library  setting  (i.e.  how  to  deal 
effectively  with  music  and  library  administra- 
tors and  with  your  music  faculty  and  student 
body) ,  collection  development  on  a  limited  bud- 
get, getting  the  most  out  of  a  small  staff, 
career  development,  and  preparation  for  NASM 
evaluation. 

Janice  Jenkins  of  Stetson  University  and 
Laura  Dankner  of  Loyola  University  in  New  Or- 
leans are  co-chairs  of  the  meeting,  and  welcome 
your  input  and  help .   For  further  information 
or  to  offer  additional  program  ideas,  please 
contact  Janice  at  Stetson  University  Music  Lib- 
rary, DeLand,  FL  32720.
